Cozch, when the Horfes did n’t go to Plow, and if his 
Sports and Boon Companions wou’d give him tume, 
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perhaps he might get an Heir to his Eftate; then call’d 
for fome Simall Beer, broke the Glaf, and reel’d out a- 
gaine Such a Husband muit try a Woman’s Virtue, 
as well as Patience ; the ends of Matrimony are no wife 
aniwerd there, and fhe that affociates with a Saplefs, 
Sottifh, #nlick’d Squire, briags herfelf under a Thou- 
fand Inguietudes, and in a manner degenerates trom 
her es. He was fucceeded by Sir Fafper Fidget, 
one of thofe Loving Animals that Pat and Paw their 
Wives; call em Paddy and Bunny, and Tuffy, play at 
Tag and Creep Afoufe, with the pretty Cant of Live 
Hubby, one Bufs, Bun de ‘On be Crofs Tit now, dood 
mind beat'ee and tump'ee Sadly ; always Stopping, and fo 
ful of Childifh Tricks before Company, that they bes 
come a jet to the whole Town, withal fo ftee from 
Jealoufy, that fhou’d the Husband difcover a Man in 
private with his Wife, he wou’d n’t for the World en- 
ter the Room, for fear of interrupting their Bufinefs.
